ORIGINAL NARRATIVE 



Sy nopsis: 

V1 p^^ ^l alleges that S1 Richar d "Ri ck" Murphy has repeatedly molested him by touching his 
genrtal^ruuimerous occasions at 15^|N 91st Ln . These allegations were brought forward by CPS 
on 02/18/1 1 . The details of this case are described below. 

Narrative: 

On 02/18/1 1 at about 1645 hrs I made telephonic contact with CPS U nit S upervisor Paula Hayward in 
reference to a call for service of possible sexual abuse occurring at 15| | N 91st LN, Peoria, Arizona. 
Paula advised me that she is a Child Protective Services (CPS) Unit Supervisor with the Arizona 
Department of Economic Security, Administration for Children, Youth and Families and had received a 
report from a caseworker (unable to get caseworker info per CPS protocol) at about 153 0hrs that had 
gone to 1 5^ N 91 st Ln on 02/1 8/1 1 (1430hrs) to perform a home visit on behalf of V1 ^^^^^M 
Paula added that the report stated that during the home visit ^^|iad disclosed to the caseworker that 
his foster father (S1 Richard Murphy) had repeatedly touched his genitals with his hand inside the 
residence. Paula added that per the report the molestation started around 01/01/1 1 (new years day) 
and continues on every other day. Paula added that IHl resides at the residence with S1 Richard 
Murphy and Penny Murphy who are currently caring for him as foste^arent^Paul^dde^ 
are four (04) other foster children residing at the residence as well ^B %g 2^^^^^j^j^^ 
■^■^^■^^H^ni^H^^^H^^MM^M^Munder Richard and Penny's care, next asked 



Paula if CPS planned on removing all children from the residence later in the evening, to which she 
advised that she had already scheduled for a CPS after hours investigation team (AH IT) to respond to 
the residence and remove all children from the home and conduct an initial investigation. Paula 
advised me that she would have the CPS after hours investigation team contact the Peoria Police 
Department prior to going to the residence. After concluding my phone conversation with Paula, I 
notified the on duty south patrol supervisor ( Sgt. Scheideman) and apprised him of the situation, Sgt 
Scheideman advised me that he would be contacting the Peoria PD SVU Detective Sgt to determine if 
their immediate response would be needed. After several minutes I was contacted by Sgt Scheideman 
via phone and advised that SVU Detective^vould not be responding to the residence and for me to 
gather initial statements from both V1 1 land S1 Richard Murphy if possible. 

At about 2000hrs this date I responded to the Quick Trip (QT) located at N 88th av and W Thunderbird 
Rd to meet with the CPS after hours investigation team. Upon my arrival, I was met by CPS specialist 
III Alicia Waskiewicz. Alicia advised me that she had received the case from CPS Unit Supervisor Paula 
Hayward and will be removing all children from the residence based on the allegations made by V1 

|l asked Alicia if she had any further information about the victim a nd if sh e was aware of 
any other allegations made against S1 Richard Murphy. Alicia advise^ri^hat^^was placecHiv the 
listed residence in June 2010 from another foster residence in ^Sg^jSSSB^B She added that I 
was currently on an IEP (enhanced education program) at school (unknown where he attends school) 
and has demonstrated aggressive/di sruptive behavior in both the current and former foster homes. 
Alicia added that she was unaware ofj Jbeing diagnosed with any^MMMM^lMM 
I advised Alicia that I planned on trying to gather initial statements from both V1 
and S1 Richard Murphy at the residence and was advised by her that she planned on 
conducting a preliminary investigation as well prior to the child removal that would be brief in nature. 

At about 2020hrs myself, CPS specialist Alicia Waskiewicz and PO B. Hiatt arrived at the residence.

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Upon reaching the front of the residence I began to record the contact using my department issued 
PUMA audio recorder. After knocking on the door, I was greeted at the door by Penny Murphy. Penny 
invited us into the residence and led us to the living room area where S1 Richard Murphy was currently 
seated on the couch. CPS specialist Alicia Waskiewicz advised both Richard and Penny that CPS was 
currently investigating a complaint of sexual abuse/molestation of child at this residence and that due 
to the nature of this complaint all children would be removed at this time and be placed in the care of 
Child Protective Services. After Alicia finished her advisement I asked Penny if I could speak with her 
about the complaint in a private area. Penny agreed and accompanied me in the kitchen which is 
located west of the living. Once Penny was seated, I began to interview her (2100hrs). I first asked 
Penny if she knew the basis for the complaint to which she replied "no". I next asked Penny if she has 
noticed any differences in the behavior of the children in the house towards either her or Richard. 
Penny stated that there was change in any of the children towards either her or Richard and that she 
was unaware of any sexual allegations from the children towards either her or Richard. I concluded my 
interview with Penny and next requested to speak with Richard. 



At about 21 10hrs Richard accompanied me to the kitchen and I began my interview. I advised Richard 
that CPS and the Peoria Police Department are currently investigating a claim of sexual 
abuse/molestation at his^H^^|which was brought to light by a report from CPS. I asked Richard if 
he was aware of any circumstances or incidents that would cause this complaint, to which he advised 
he did not and was surprised by the allegations. I next asked Richard if he and Penny were married 
and how long they have been foster parents. Richard advised me that he and Penny have been 
married for approximately ten years and they have been foster parents since 2005 and have had twenty 
five children that they have cared for and lived with them since that time. I next asked Richard if there 
has been any other complaints against either him or Penny during their time as foster parents that have 
caused CPS and the police to conduct an investigation. Richard advised me that in 2008 while living at 
13265 N 73 Av there was a complaint investigated by the Peoria Police Department and CPS against 
he and Penny for a child that was living with^^^^^ 



g ffi^'^'tirarsw Richard added that them Bwas 

discovered to be a skin condition and the complaint was cleared. I next asked Richard who the primary 
caregiver is for all the children at the residence. Richard advised me that Penny is the main caregiver. 
Richard added that he works during the week in Phoenix and there will be several days that go by 
where his interaction with the children is minimal at best due to his schedule. I next asked Richard how 
his relationship is with the children at the residence. Richard advised that he has a good relationship 
with the kids and that they look to him as their father, especially the girls. Richard added that the 
youngest child at the home^^ ^ ^ H ^ ^ views he and Penny as her parents and that she is very 
attached to him to the point that she will follow him around the house quite regularly. I next asked 
Richard if he was aware of any of the children currently residing at the house evenriaking sexual 
allegations against any of their previous foster parents. Richard advised me that | | had made an 
allegation in his previous foster home in JMBthat the foster mother was having a 



added that^^Jhad alerted his caseworker of the situation and he believes that CPS conducted an 
investigation into the matter. I next asked him if he was aware of the outcome of the investigation by 
CPS to which he replied that he believed that it was unfounded. Richard added that he believed that 
the investigation was what caused I |to be placed at their home. Richard further added that he filed 
a police report with the Peoria Polic^epartment in September 2010 fo r a prior foster chil d that resided 
at the residence having a sexual relationship with his adopted daughter ^^•m^iiS^ S^/h o also 
currently lives at the residence. I next asked Richard how each child was doing in school and if there

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was any issues. Richard advised that the other children were performing well in school. When 
Richard reached the point of talking aboutyPJin the school question he stated that|||Jwas having 
some issues with school and that he only excels with subjects that he has an interest in and that they 
have been been contacted a few times by the school about him being disruptive in class. I next asked 
Richard how the kids at the residence are with each other. Richard added that the^Bat the house 
are very close and that three of them are sisters. Richard added that | |has had issues with the 
other children at the home since moving in in June 2010 and he seems to "push 11 them to the point 
where physical fights could insue. Richard next asked me if I could disclose who the allegation was 
made against, to which I advised him that he was the subject of the investigation currently and that I 
could not release to him any further details. Richard stated he understood that I could not provide him 
with any further information and did not ask any further questions pertaining to the case. 

After concluding my interview with Richard I once again returned to the livingroom and met up with PO 
Hiatt. At this point I was advised by PO Hiatt thaUvhil^^/as interviewing Richard in the kitchen, CPS 
specialist Alicia Waskiewicz had separated V1 jj^STt^from the rest of the children and had spoken 
to him about the incident. After learning of this victim interview by CP S not in police presence it was 
determined that in the best interest of the case I would not re-ioterviev^§Bl I next asked PO Hiatt to 
contact Sgt Scheideman and advis e him o f the current status of the investigation. At about 2245 hrs 
Peoria PD SVU Detective Shearer Bjj^arrived onscene, spoke with CPS specialist Waskiewicz and 
determined that an interview with V1 will be conducted at a later date and time. 

I next spoke with CPS specialist Waskiewicz and asked her what | | had told her. She stated that 

advised her that S1 Richard Murphy had been touching his genitals with his hand every other day 
since new years day. Waskiewicz added that||§| further stated that the last occurrence was on 
monday and that Richard had stated to him "I know how to make you feel good" and placed his hand 
down the front of his jeans, fondled his genitalia and offered to buy him a bic ycle if h e kept quiet about 
the incident. CPS Specialist Waskiewicz further stated that her interview with| | was brief. CPS 
specialist Waskiewicz added after speaking with |]|% g[she realized that their were two additional 
children residing at the home ^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^that had not been reported to her 
initially when assigned the cas^^P^pecIsniswvas^ that the additional children will as 

well be removed due to this investigation and arranged for them to stay with their adopted 
grandmother, Barbara Murphy at her listed address. 

At about 2315 hrs CPS Specialist Waskiewicz removed all the children from the residence and took 
physical contr^m^ar^o^hen Protective Services. All children 

including V 1 E^^SfpS^f!^^ with grandmother) will 

reside a t^B^B^^H^^j^H^^^^^f00*UU^B^gg^ 



until completion of the CPS investigation. Upon exiting the residence and completing 
my portion of this investigation I discontinued audio recording the encounter.
